Needs Another Station 


Jancsvlllc needs another flro sta- 


tion. 
No one conversant with tho 


< situation denies this. At the present 
time, with but six paid men and nine 
call-men. It Is necessary for 
tho 


whole department to turn out to cv- 


_ cry nrc—leaving the downtown dlsr 


trlct unprotected. 
Tho force Is not 


large enough, even when all aro tak- 
en from tho stations, In case of a 
serious flre. A group of business men 
who were discussing tho matter this 
morning were unanimous in tho opin- 
ion that another station should bo es- 
tablished to be used as a reserve on 
ordinary occasions and to protect that 
portion of tho city that Is now prac- 
tically Inaccessible, especially In bad 
•weather. 


At Spring Brook 


The suggestion was made that the 


station .should be located at Spring 
Brook. With the. building of tho Ra- 
cine street bridge and the location 
of a 'station that would also be In 
proximity to the Jackson street bridge 
protection would be afforded to tho 
lower portions of tho Third. Fourth 
and Fifth wards as well as tho factory 
districts of Spring Brook and Mont- 
erey. 


Other Cities Moving 


Madison which has no larger dis- 
trict to protect than Jancsvlllc has 
sixteen paid men and 30 volunteers. 
H already has three stations and a 
movement has been started to estab- 
lish a fourth. 
Jnncsvillo with six 


paid and 12 call-men, a force that nan 
not been Increased since tho reorgan- 
ization of the-department In 1SS3, Is 
111 prepared for emergencies.

During the extreme cold 
hpell trains arc always delayed which 
inaltes matters unpleasant not only 
for railway men hut lor tho passen- 
gers as woll. 


The life of an engineer or lire-man 


Is especially burdensome on 
these 


cold days. They are subjected 
to 


much draft, as the cabs of tho engines 
are not equipped with tho best 
of 


winter appliances. It la true, tho sldo 
windows can he close.1 and a curtain 
In the rear of the,cab slves a little 
shelter jut all this does not glvo tho 
necessary protection. Many engineers 
and nrcnien are victims of lifelong 
rheumatism as a direct result of ex- 
posure to the cold In tho locomotives. 


Probably more sympathy is felt for 


tho freight brakeman than for any 
other railroader. 
Ilo-ls exposed to 


all hinds of weather tho whole year 
round. 
It matters little whether It 


snows or rains or if tho temperature 
Is far below tho freezing point, the 
brakeman Is obliged to run along the 
top of tho box cars and perform his 
dangerous work.

In spite of the dullness of the steer 
market and the ruinous prices obtain- 
ed for the common and medium kinds 
there Is a good 'demand for fccdeis,' 
to go to the country at prices nearly 


' as high as those'paid for fillers by 
the packers. 
No • Improvement can 


bo expected In the market here until 
there Is a material and continue.] de- 
cline In the volume of receipts. Men 
will not feed high' priced corn and as 
a rule the greatest profit Is made at 
those times. W,c advise holding cat- 
tle until'they are fat or until tho sit- 
uation changes here and It will come 
sure. 


Our hog market started'out flvo to 


ten higher, weakened In tho middle 
amr finally closed up as good as any 
time today. The war In the cast has 
stimulated the demand 
for 
cured 


meats greatly and It looks as If wo' 
would score still greater advances In 
this branch of our market. 
Today 


with heavy receipts a gain was made. 
Light hogs sold mostly from ?n to 
J3.10, heavy packing hogs $n.in to 
J5.30 and selected shipping hogs and 
prime butchers $5.25 to $E.3.r» with a 
top at $5.40. tho highest time this 
year. With tho war now on In ear- 
nest the foreign demand will Increase 
In this'branch of meats and wo be- 
lieve prices are likely to advance fie 
before we have much of a. reaction. 


Our sheep market was heavily sup- 


plied today -but yesterday's 
prices 


were pretty well maintained. We have 
liad heavy receipts this week hut'the 
demand has been nearly equal to the 
supply. Wo believe we* will continue 
to havo a good steady trade for tho 
Immediate future.
